Dr David Owen last night 
took another step towards leay. 
ing the Labour Party when he 
announced that he would not 
strand as the official party can 
didate at the next election in 
his Plymoutb, Devonport, con« 
stituency. The former Foreign 
Secretary left it unclear whether 
he would contest the seat as a 
social democratic candidate. 

In a statement prepared for 
hîs local management comınit- 
tee, Dr Owen said rhat he was 
remaining a member of the 
Labour Parry until he had de- 
cided whether or not to join a 
new pariy He did not intend 
to be rushed into any decision, 
but in an indication that he 
might remain in the Commons 
cyen after joining a new party, 
he said that he would continue 
to represent the seat throughout 
the hfe of this Parliameur, 

From what is known of Dr 
Ower’s thinking and that of the 
other members of Labour's 
“aang of four”, who Jasr 
Sunday formed the Council for 
Social Demorcraly, a decision 
whether to turn it into a new 
party will be raken in thu 
summer, 

Dr Owen, who rerained his 
teat iı a close fight ar the 
1979 general election, said it 
xas ironic that the Boundary 
Zommission should now be 
2roposing changes that would 
make Devonport a safer Labour 
eat. 

He madc it clear that nothing 
ln, the Shadow Cabinet's deter- 
mination to reverse the deci- 
sion of the special partwv 
zonference on electing the 
leader, had altered his view of 
he party's swing to the left. 
Pain and sadness: Dr Owen's 
move follows the resignation 
earlier this weck from the 
Shadow Cabinet of Mr Wil- 
liam Rodgers, and the an- 
nouncement last year by Mrs 
Shirley Williams that she did 
not wish to be considered as 
furure Labour candidate for her 
former constituency (the Press 
Association reports). 

1n an emotionally worded 
speech, he made clear his 
pain and sadness at his decision. 

He told the management 
committee: “This is5 a 
deeply painful moment. Many 
of us have worked closely 
together over the years in & 
spirit of friendship and good 
comradeship.

Enrrance'awards are also of 
great: importance in Oxford 
because of the crucial role they 
play in the socalled .“trumping 
avstem”” 
the brightest students are 
spread around different colleges 
rather than being concentrated 
in certain academically elite 
colleges, as tends to happen at 
Cambridge, where no trumping 
system exists. 

Art Oxford, a student has to 
8 to the college that offers 
im an award, even though he 
may have preferred to go to 
another colleze, which had 
offered him a piace. Thus a 
college with a weak group of

The story of the play is, on 
the surface, astonishingly com- 
plex. .But ‘Lamos has cut 
through the surface of a simple 
parable of love and reconcilia- 
tion. Imogen, daughter 
Cymbeline, is rreacherously 
ciran Hed from her husband 
Posthumus. The evil Jachirao 
wagers wirh Posthumus that he 
can seduce Imogen. Through & 
ruse, he offers Posrhumus seem 
ingly foolproof evidence of bis 
success. Posthumus sends hus 
servant Pisanio to kill Imogen 
for revenge. Pisanio, sensing her 
innocence, protects her, and 
sends her to exile. Eventually 
the truth emerges and : “ par- 
dors the word for all.” 

The text is often regarded as 
corrupt, aod many Shakes- 
hare ques- 
tioned its total reliability. On 
the other. hand, no one doubts 
thar it is Shakespeare's concept 
and pattern, and even lines oace 
held in dispute, such as “ Gol- 
den lads and lasses must, like 
chimney sweepers, come to 
dust " are nowadays accepted a5 
authentic. Lamos has eavisaged 
the enrire play as a fairy story 
—but a Fairy story for adults of 
the most exquisire sensibility, 
He has trimmed it considerably, 
and stressed its mythic and 
poetic elements. more than ıts 
simplistic, if complicated narra- 
tive. The result is a pure flight 
of fancy—1 have never seen a 
Cymbeline like tbis before, a 
production that sees rhe play 
as a metaphor of divine justice. 


Lanros is immeasurably 
helped by the setting and co¥s- 
tumes bv John Conklin, a bril- 
liant abstraction suggesting a 
pastoral world, full of ` God's 
determination and promise. The 
cast is not perfect, but never 
for an instant less than ade- 
quate, Mary Layne as Imogen 
is, indeed, a pure-hearted de- 
Hight. one has seen, in the past, 
so many silly Imogens, bere 
Miss Layne gives us a portrayal 
full of noble regrets and stead- 
fast loyalty. 

Mark Capri makes the 
Machievellian Iachimo Snoothly 
persuasive, and I enjoyed the 
blank-hearted heroism of J. T. 
Walsh as Posthumus. Steven 
Ryans vile and villainous 
Cloren, and, apart from Miss 
Layne, besr of all William 
Wrighrs sraunch-hearted Bel- 
arius. But the play's final suc- 
cess belongs to Lamos. He 
clearly bas a surprising gift for 
making Shakespeare aliye for 
our times, while never, for a 


. .pearean scholars 


—by, building a rather pretrry 
false. proscenium, and having a 
biank-tike setting dominated by 
en cormous catwalk; so good 
for sleepwalking, and 3 spiral 
staircase, All of this; unlike 
Carrie .Robbins's costumes, is 
somewhat remote from mythic 
«Scotland. 

„. Miss Caldwell directs the 
fight scenes with a mixture of 
operatic ‘fury. and operatic 
woodenrtêss and the whole play 
is. heavy with tntique gesture 
unalightened deven’ by empty 


.rhetoric. Amid this mish-mash, 


Anglim fights a good fîght and 
loses. However, not everyonê ix 
so unfortunate — "there ğùre 
luckily some actors that even 
the most: ungifted directors 
cannat submerge. Maureen 
.Anderman is a most impressive 
Lady Macbeth—serenc, dedi- 
tated and yet a spitfire in her 
passion. She never emasculates 
Macbeth but seeks,.not to push, 
but to inspire birn. Her gentle 
madness is precisely the reverse 
‘coin of her sanity, . and. the 
entire performance is a perfect 
balance of strength and propor- 
tion. 8

I admired also Norman 
Snow's ardent bur doomed 
Banquo—alrmost a Greek in his 
feel for tragic destiny. [. Ken’ 
neth Camphell was decently 
fierce and decently tortured as 
Macduff, but like his Lady 
Macduff, Kaiulani Lee, be let 
his best opportunities slide 
noisily into melodrama. Mac- 
beth is admittedly a tricky play 
for a pick-up company to pick 
up. With more sensitive Cast 
ing and more secure direction 
ir might have been worth & 
shat, But everything about the 
production seemed either 
plagued or beleaguered. 

Presumably the unsinkable 
Miss Caldwell will return to 
her. world of opera, and her 
present unassailable position 
as the most interesting woman 
opera conductor in Boston, 
and, indeed, probably the 
country. Mr Anglim will bounce 
back, and Miss Anderman and 
Mr Snow will jump forward. 

But meanwhile .the most 
extraordinary thing is happen- 
ıng ia Hartford.

unusual use of classic .theatre,.. 


In the past three .years hè has 
established himself as one of 
thé most, gifted Shakespearean 
directors ' in the country. Twu 
seasons, and four plays, at 
California Shakespeare Festival 
in Visalia,. proved his talent 
beyond any reasonable doubt, 
While still remainink connected 
to the Visalî festival, he has 
now moved to Hartford, where 
his production of Cumnbeline is 
a total joy. It treats the play 
with such love and understand- 
ing, that you can only wonder

Basis of abortion law 
From Miss Elspcth Rinus-Williams 


' Sir, Dame Josephine Barnes in ber 


article on January 21. referred to 
the fact that my mother, the late 
Dame Juliet Rhys-Williams, was a

' merual 


Committee on Abortion 
which reported in 1339. Dagie 
Josephine went on to say that this 
report “Jaid the foundation for the 
1967 Abortion Act”. In this she is 
under „a misapprehensioi, 
The reporr recommended that the 
law should make ir “ uamistakably 
claar ” that a doctor could procure 
the abortion of a Pr ggnant woman 
if “continuance of the pregnancy 
is Jikely to endanger her life or 
seriously to impair her health”, 
Ir continued: “The induction of 


` abortion is on ethical, social and 


medical grounds essentially an un- 
desirable operation, justifiable only 
in exceptional circurrstances, and 
the committee is strongly opposed 
to any broad relaxation of the law 
designed to make social, economic 
and personal reasons a justification 
for the operation.” ° . 
The committees opinion was that 
a sound approach to the problem 


. of criminal abortion (which in the 


1930s was a genuine cause for Con. 
cern) was “to attempt by social 
and economic measures 10 relieve 
the financial difficulties associated 
with childbirth and parenthood ”. 
These recommendations are poles 
apart from the, 1967 Abortion Act, 
as ir is currently interpreted. Dame 
Josephine Barnes has gone on 
record as saying that alrhough 
100.000 abortions a year are too 
many, “artempting tn restrict the 
number is a mistake " (BMA News 
Review, November, 1979}. In the 
same speech she expressed the 
apinion that “population control 
on expectations but is 
essential for the survival of.. oir 
present standard of living ”. e+

Trees for energy

Sir, I1 am surprised that Dr Thomas 
(Janaary 24) considers that you 
cannot grow timber trees ‘in a 
hedgerow which remains good arid 
stockproof as this was the tradi 
tional practice in many parts of 
England and I have seen it depicted 
in Flemish miniatures c 1600. The 
trick is to space the trees widely 
enough to enable lighr to reach both 
the hedge and the crops. Trimming 
off ayerhanging. boughs from the 
reach of combine harvesters also 
helps. . 

1a this arahie parr of the king- 
dorm, where few hedges need to be 
stockproof, It. is goed and economic 
practice ta coppice them every 10-12 
years or so. This involves cutting 
right down to the base, whence the 
hedge springs up rapidly, bushy and 


invigorated to tlhe benefit of wild. 


life, game and the landscape. When 


‘coppicing is done, good stems of 


oak. ash and maple can be left ro 
grow up to form ‘the hedgerow 
trees of the future. 

From observation this winter 
more and more farmers are follow» 
ing this practice, mindful perhaps 
of a future fuel source for their 
wood-burning stoves when dead 
elms have all been cut down; mind.

Herr Walter Gorrish, the east

.„Gorrish, whose. rea] name was 
Kaiser, was born .in Wuppertal, 
in the Ruhr, on November 22, 
1909, Trained as a builder, he 
joined the Comımüunist Party at 
the age of 21, bur left Germany 
when the Nazis seized power.

Sighings of mermcn, often rc- 
ported by medieval Norse, sailors 
in the Greenland Sea, could hate 
been caused by ’ Nptical ‘distortion 
resulting from a partücular set of 
weather conditions. Using a com- 
puter, Df W. H. Lehn and Dr 1. 
Schroeder, of ‘Winnipeg, hove 
demonstrated how the tip of a 
whale ur 23 walrus could assume 
the looming proportions of a 
mermun., 

Various 1egendary sea and lake 
monsters have been suggested to 
be ordinary objects distorted by 
quirks of the atmosphere, but so 
far the most widely accepted ex- 
planatinn of the marman Nas been 
that it was either a -dugong or a 
manatee. Those two sea mammalr 
were cence more prevalent than 
they are now, and nobody scems 
tn have buthered to question their 
identify as mermen, although they 
inhabited warm rather than cold 
waters.
